BRIDGES AND BRIDGES. 
It would seem that the department of 
war is once more moving on Lake street 


bridge. 

A year ago or more orders were re 
ceived by the city te remove this bridge 
before Jan. 1, 1911, under penalty. This 
order, as we in Chicago know, has rot 
yet been complied with, and the depart- 
ment is again sending forth its warnings. 

The reasons for the city’s reluctance to 
act are very plain. The bridge is an im- 
portant thoroughfare between the. west 
side and the downtown district. Also it 
is in good condition. | 

The reasons for the war department's 
anxiety about this particular bridge are 
not plain. | 

Ostensibly the bridge is bought to be 
removed as an obstruction to navigation, 
But it is not as much of an obstruction 
to navigation as some other bridges 
against which the war department shows 
not the slightest -dieposition to proceed 
horse, foot, and dragoons, 

The Lake street bridge is less an ob- 
struction to navigation than Jackson 
boulevard bridge, than the Metropolitan 
bridge, than Van Buren street bridge. 

Why is the war department so patient 
about these obstructions? 

It might be hinted that the secretary 
of war is a railroad man and that these 
particular obstructions are under the 
powerful protection of the Pennsylvania 
railroad. 

Is it true that Secretary Dickinson is 
supersensitive as to the rights and. in- 
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obtuse as to the rights and interests of 
the plain people who use the Lake street 
bridge and would be inconvenienced by its 
removal? eo kee 

And in the matter of removing bridges, 
why: not begin by removing some of the 
antediluvian junk that still passes for 
bridges on the south and north branches? 
Why all this artillery trained on « etruc- 
ture that not only gives access to the 
heart of the city but hasten gears of 
use dn it? 3 


A PROLONGED strike is much like war, and 
war is about the same as it was in Gen. Sher- 
man’s day.
